1. FOLLOWING IS DETAILED REPORT OF PROCEEDINGS IN 
COMITE 2, 6 DEC, DURING WHICH CERDS WAS FORMALLY CONSIDERED 
AND ADOPTED BY COMITE. FOL DETAILS FOUR STAGE NATURE OF 
PROCEEDINGS, NAMELY: (A) INTRODUCTION OF CERDS TEXT BY 
MEXICO; (B) VOTING ON WEO POSTPONEMENT PROPOSAL AND WEO 
AMENDMENTS TO CERDS; (C) PARA BY PARA VOTE ON CERDS; AND 
(D) VOTE ON CERDS AS A WHOLE.

2. CONSIDERATION BEGAN WITH FORMAL INTRODUCTION OF CERDS 
TEXT BY MEXICAN PERMREP (GARCIA ROBLES) ON BEHALF OF THE 
GROUP OF 77 (G-77). ROBLES REMARKS REPORTED REFTEL A. 

GARCIA ROBLES INTRODUCED ORIGINAL G-77 TEXT OF CERDS 
(A/C.2/L.1386), AS WELL AS G-77 REVISION OF THEIR OWN TEXT 
(A/C.2/L.1386/CORR.6). HE ALSO INTRODUCED ORAL AMENDMENTS 
TO TWO PROVISIONS OF CERDS; NAMELY: THE FOURTH PARA OF 
THE CREDS PREAMBLE, AND THE THIRTEENTH OR FINAL PREMABULAR 
PARA OF CERDS. (NOTE: THE ABOVE DOES NOT RPT NOT REFER 
TO THE PREAMBULAR LANGUAGE APPEARING BEFORE THE TEXT OF 
THE CHARTER.) GARCIA ROBLES STATED THATTHE G-77 CONTACT 
GROUP HAD NOT HAD THE OPPORTUNITY TO CONFER WITH THE 
REMAINDER OF THEIR G-77 COLLEAGUES IN ADVANCING THE ORAL 
AMENDMENTS, AND ASKED, THROUGH THE CHAIR, WHETHER THE G-77

3. COMITE PROCEEDED TO CONSIDER WEO PROPOSALS. BEFORE 
SUCH CONSIDERATION CHAIR ANNOUNCED THAT THE US DELEGATION 
HAD REQUESTED A RECORDED VOTE ON ALL PROPOSALS VOTED ON 
UNDER THE CERDS AGENDA ITEM. COMMENT: UNDER THE RELEVANT 
RULES OF PROCEDURE, A RECORDED VOTE (I.E. A VOTE WHICH 
INCLUDES A WRITTEN RECORD OF HOW EACH STATE VOTES) MAY BE 
REQUESTED BY ANY DELEGATION. SUCH REQUEST IS NOT SUBJECT 
TO OBJECTION. AFTER HAVING CONSULTED WITH OTHER WEO DELS,

4. THE FIRST WEO PROPOSAL CONSIDERED WAS FOR POSTPONEMENT 
(A/C.2/L.1419) OF COMITE 2 (OR PLENARY) DECISION ON CERDS 
PENDING FURTHER NEGOTIATION ON DISPUTED PROVISIONS. THIS 
PROPOSAL (TEXT REPORTED REFTEL C) WAS COSPONSORED BY THE 
EC-9. THE US DID NOT RPT NOT COSPONSOR. FRANCE (ROUGE), 

ON BEHALF COSPONSORS, FORMALLY REQUESTED PROPOSAL, DUE TO 
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ITS PROCEDURAL NATURE, BE GIVEN PRIORITY OVER ALL OTHER 
PROPOSALS ON ITEM. HIS REQUEST WAS ADOPTED WITHOUT
